in world affairs in general and ttir Eastern affairs in particu- 
lar." 
Sir Anthony continued: 


"No welcome could have been -more generous than that 


extended to us by all sections of the American people, wherever 
we went. 
We were most touched by the welcome because it 


was so obviously spontaneous and sincere." 


There,is no question as to the genuineness of the welcome 


which Sir Anthony received. 
The American people are Dually 


courteous and sincere in. their expressions of felicitations to 
representatives of friendly foreign governments. And the Amer- 
icans wish nothing more than to keep on good terms with the 
people of Great Britain and their government. 


There is doubtless considerable interest in the United States 


in European and Far Eastern affairs. 
But if Sir Anthony actu- 


ally believes that his trip, which was confined principally to 
the Atlantic seascoast, gave him opportunity to get in touch 
with the international views.of all the American people, he 
was sadly mistaken. The United States is a big country. ^ For 
its size, it is remarkable that its people, from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, have so little dialect and so great a unanimity of 
opinion. 
Yet it is doubtless a fact that there is some differ- 


ence of opinion on international affairs, not so much among 
the common people as between the latter and some of our so- 
called international statesmen. 
America's feeling of good-will 


toward Great Britain doesn't go so far as to indicate a desire 
on the part of its people to plunge into another World War 
to save the world for democracy. 
Nor, despite recent actions 


of the State Department, does it believe in sacrificing home 
markets in a.vain effort to get business abroad and promote 
international "good will." 


Here is where many visitors from Europe who take a 


swing around our great Eastern cities, are very apt to be mis- 
taken as to what the people'really feel and believe. 


A considerable part of our country is west of the Allc- 


ghenies. 
Our center of population is not near Harlem or Broad- 


way but in southern Indiana. 
Here is a fact which foreign visi- 


tors on fours of "good will" ought not overlook.

A GREAT INDUSTRY FREE FROM STRIKES 


The annual report of the National Mediation Board, which ad- 


ministers the Railroad Labor Act, possesses particular significance at 
this time when a labor law of very different tenor and purpose is headed 
for alteration on account of its manifold faults and injustices. 


There were no disputes which interrupted rail or air services dur- 


ing the last fiscal year. 
Many differences arose between railroad man- 


agement* and employees, but all were amicably adjusted. Up to a point 
the transportation law can be utilized to prevent or postpone strikes. 
But in the final event, after all measures of conciliation and adjust- 
ment have been exhausted, the right to strike may operate. 


The efficiency of this legal machinery was recently demonstrated 


in the case of the wage dispute. Unlike the Wagner Act, it provides equal 
safeguards for the rights of employers and employees. 
Either may seek 


the good offices of the Mediation Board. 
If its services fail, further 


devices for industrial peace are provided. 


A' $26,000,000,000 industry that can carry on for a whole year 


without one strike supplies an instructive example of co-operation be- 
tween management and labor, within a law designed to prevent strife 
and promote settlements fail1 to all concerned. 


NEW CONGRESS HAS BIG JOB 


The Seventy-sixth Congress of the United States convened on 


Tuesday. It will be a unique session in the respect that it will not like- 
ly be marked by the introduction of any legislation concerned in an 
intimate way with the rounding out of the New Deal, a purpose which 
has engrossed every session of Congress since that of 1933, which gave 
birth to such amazing innovations in government. 


Both the political setback suffered by the President and the 


mood of Congress will make this session extraordinary as compared with 
others of recent years. 
Sensing the certainty of stronger opposition, 


both by reason of numerical accessions to the Republican side and the 
alienation of some support within his own party, Mr. Roosevelt may trim 
his sails accordingly. 


Insofar as policies have been indicated, however, there wall be 


the customary incitements to controversy. 
The necessity for relief ap- 


propriations and for national defense expansion is, of course, recog- 
nized. 
Great differences of opinion exist, however, with respect to de- 


gree. 


Essentially, some of the observers on the scene insist, this will 


be a revisionist session of Congress, one which will be devoted princi- 
pally to changes in existing statutes, such as the controversial National 
Labor Relations Act and the Social Security Act. If these predictions are 
fulfilled and if national defense and relief are dealt with rationally, the 
session may prove to be one of the most helpful and constructive in re- 
cent years, even though it is not made memorable by reason of new 
enactments.

ment cells.

for convictions in the first degree, 
punishable by death or life impris- 
onment.

William B. Mills, were indicted on 
two bills, one charging murder and 
•he other manslaughter, in the death 
of each of the four prisoners. Five 
guards, to be tried in a group, are 
charged with voluntary and involun 
tary manslaughter. 


Besides the four who perished, 21 


other convicts were confined in the 
tomblike isolation cell block, which 
authorities have since termed "worse 
than the black hole of Calcutta." Al- 
though several of the latter were 
unconscious when removed from the 
"bake oven", all have recovered and 
are expected to testify as prosecu 
tion witnesses. 


Separate Trials 


Judge Lamberton granted the five 


officials separate trials, but over- 
ruled a defense motion that all 
deaths resulted from one action and 
therefore Craven should be tried for 
all four deaths at once. The deputy 
warden, who pleaded not guilty, is 
being tried for the death of Frank 
Camodeca. 


Defense attorneys vigorously ob- 


jected to the jurist's ruling, pointing 
out that under it Craven and the 
others could each be tried four 
times.

Drive Held Important

The plagues wftich have afflicted 


mankind arc disappearing. It would 
have seemed a miracle to a man ot 
Greece in the greatest period of her 
civilization, to be told that the dis- 
ease which they called "the ague" 
and which we call "malaria" would 
disappear. It would have seemed 
equally miraculous to the man of the 
Middle Ages, or to the settler in the 
Mississippi Valley when America was 
beginning to be populated. Malaria 
killed more people than any other 
pestilence; more than all the wars 
of mankind's making, and yet since 
that day in 1897 when Ronald Ross 
discovered that mosquitoes trans- 
mitted the disease, it has become 
practically obsolete. There are many 
physicians today who have never 
seen a case of malaria. 


Yellow 
fever 
once 
devastated 


Philadelphia and other Atlantic sea- 
board cities regularly. In 1793 in 
New York City it was written that 
grave-digging was the only business 
that was carried on. But since 1881 
yellow fever has become a thing of 
the past. 


Typhoid fever killed more soldiers 


during the Civil War than bullets, 
and 
diphtheria 
decimated whole 


communities of young people. But 
these are now no more. Certain 
Icities in the United States have not 
had a death from diphtheria in sev- 
•eral years. 
.1 
Most Dreaded To Remain 


' With this record behind us, it is 
not impossible that any pestilence 
may be subdued. Infantile paralysis 
-probably the most dreaded of those 
that remain. The disability and 
lameness that may follow its visita- 
tion, make it so. 


•• And while we do not know the 
-exact cause, we have enough in- 
formation to lead us to hope that 
before long we will be in possession 
of definite means of fighting it. We 
know that it 3s contagious and that 
it is transmitted from one person to 
another probably through the nasel 
discharges. It enters the nervous 
system through the nose, passing up 
the nerve fibers of the organ of 
smell. 
'.> A few years ago it was announced 
by a medical clinic that by spraying 
the inside of the nose with a solu- 
tion of a caustic metal salt, the 
nerves were seared so that the virus 
could not travel up, and prevention

was possible by this means. The 
method formed the basis of a mov- 
ing picture lately released, called 
•'A Man to Remember." It is un- 
fortunate the play got such wide 
publicity because the method proved 
too painful and destructive to be 
practical, but at least- it pointed to 
the magnificent possibilities involv- 
ed—a whole community protected 
against the disease while neighbor- 
ing places are having a serious and 
terrifying epidemic. 


Not Far Off 


And such a possibility—nay, prob- 


ability—is by no means distant. At 
present the most effective method 
of treatment we have is convales- 
cent serum, given in the early stages. 
Rehabilitation after paralysis 
has 


occurred offers many hopes. 


It is true that much remains to be 


learned 
about infantile 
paralysis. 


But we know enough to feel that 
every expectation of ultimate suc- 
cess will be realized. Certainly the 
idea of a concentrated drive, as em- 
phasized by the action of the Presi- 
dent's Birthday Ball Committee, is 
one most likely to be crowned with 
success.

ease the minds of residents of the 
area, located about 12 miles from 
Ridgway, and known as the Owl's 
Nest section, who complained of the 
animals prowling around their homes 
at night and feared personal at- 
tacks. 


No Real Danger 


"There Is no danger of the coyotes 


making a personal attack on peo- 
ple," Gordon asserted. 
"They are 


much too timid for that," 


Two of the animals, he said, have 


already been caught in traps, taken 
to the Harrisburg zco, and identified 
by the gamp commission as coyotes. 
Gordon indicated that reports that 
the animals were timber wolves were 
not true and said game experts from 
the Biological Survey in Washington 
confirmed the state 
commission's 


Identification. 


Meanwhile, Gordon disclosed that 


one of the trappers first sent into 
the area to capture the coyotes— 
Chauncey E, Logue, First Fork, 
Cameron county—had retired as of 
Dec. 31. Logue, Gordon revealed, 
was eligible for retirement allow- 
ance and decided to return to pri- 
vate life.

The physician knows that eczema 


in a baby is almost certainly caused 
by -some food it has taken through 
ihe mouth, and since about the only 
food a new-born infant gets is milk, 
It is almost impossible to remove the 
offending protein and still give the 
baby an adequate diet. These dif- 
ficulties are added to by the fact 
that you can't take a skin test while 
a rash is present. In any case, be 
sure to have your child under the 
care of your doctor because old- 
fashioned remedies meet with but 
small success in treating an allergy 
like eczema. 


If the baby is nursing and is re- 


ceiving only breast milk when 
the 


eczema starts, then we know that 
the protein causing the trouble is 
coming from one of two sources. It 
may be one of the two proteins that 
are normally present in milk, or it 
may be a foreign protein which the 
mother has eaten and which has 
made its appearance in the milk. 


It is pretty well known that the 


eating of eggs is the most common 
cause of eczema amongst children 
When a small baby contracts it 
however, we know he hasn't been 
eating eggs, but his mother may 
have, and traces of this protein are 
sometimes found in breast milk 
Thus the first step in 
treating 


breast-fed babies who have eczema 
is to systematically cut down on anj 
protein in the mother's diet which 
might be causing the trouble. 
,,', Sometimes all this fails, and the 
eczema persists. 
In such cases I 


have found that 
if 
the 
child is 


otherwise healthy and is steadily 
gaining in weight, it is much better 
to continue breast-feeding him than 
it, is to wean him, for if he is sen- 
sitive to his own mother's milk, he 
is almost certain to show as much 
or more reaction if you put him on 
cow's milk. 


Of all the allergies from which 


mankind suffers perhaps the most 
troublesome, as far as babies are 
concerned, is eczema. In fact, the 
appearance of eczema on your three 
or four-weeks' old baby may be a

Eczema is a skin rash that begins 


as a roughness and redness of the 
skin, most often around the face. 
It is a scaly, disfiguring rash, but 
perhaps its worst feature 
is 
the 


fact that it makes its appearance so 
early in the life of some unfortunate 
babies. I have seen it appear the 
third or fourth week after birth. 


I have found the treatment of this 


rash in babies a most discouraging 
thing because improvement is so 
slow, and because the parents them- 
selves so often 
get 
discouraged. 


Sometimes it takes weeks of treat- 
ment to show even slight improve- 
ment. Then the parents begin to 
fear that the doctor doesn't know 
how to treat this rash, and they be- 
gin to give friends and relatives a 
chance to try some old-fashioned 
home remedies. Of course this just 
makes it all the harder for the phy- 
sician to trace the cause of the al- 
lergy. 


Added to this, mothers, with others 


in the family, very often haven't 
time to follow out directions. And 
not the least problem faced by the 
physician is the fact that the incor- 
rect use of soap and water during 
bathing dries out 
the 
skin 
and 


makes the condition worse.

An official spokesman at the Quai 


D'Orsay declared: 


"The French government is deep- 


ly impressed by President Roose- 
velt's speech. It is especially pleased 
by the strong tone adopted by the 
president in defense of religion and 
democracy.

realization that the dangers facing 
France a.nd Great Britain also face 
the world's greatest democracy, since 
she Is on the same planet with us."

still more definite statements re- 
garding the position of the 
United 


States in the event France 
and
